These opinions are, 
however, usually expressed with reservation, 
looking to the possibility of important vetoos. 


All the appropriations bills except the general 
deficiency and ft rtifications bills, have passed 
both houses, and to these two the senate will 
devote li attention. The river and 
harbor avd the legislative bills still lingerin 
eonferenee. and the sundry civil b:ll will 
Aoubtless made the subject of conference 
tomorres 11 the ether appropriation bills 
have goue tothe president. 5 ‘yond afew 
leading featares which may be stated as prob- 
abilitic s fulure pro eedings in both houses are 
likely to be characterized by struggles for pre- 
ceden: between the advocates of measures 
long since placed upon the calendar, and the 
results cannot be foretold. 

After the sev ere defeat of the steering com- 


mittee of the house last l'riday, that commit- 


tee bas abandoned all effort to shape the 
course of legislation, and the bouse is, there- 
fore, left without a guide or recognized pro- 
gramme of proceedings. Under the special 
srivileges conferred by the rales, the public 
fands committee will this week demand ac- 


tion onthe land grant forfeiture bills, while 
the opponents of those measures will join 
hands with the friends of the interstate com- 


merece bill, in an attempt to defeat this purpose 


by raising the question of consideration. 

The conference reports upon the river and 
harbor bill may be expected to command the 
attention of the house whenever they are 
made,andtime enough will be taken to dis- 
pose of them, whatever-else may be in the 
way. 

The amendments made by the senate to the 
sundry civil bil—notably the silver certificate 
clause--will give rise toa spirited, and, per- 
haps prolonged controversy. Little difficulty 
is anticipated in seeuring action on the confer- 
ence reports upon the remaining appropriation 
bills. Shou'd the senate amend the Morrison 
resolution, in any of the ways indicated as 
probable by current rumors, it is believed the 
house will accept the amendments without 
prolonged debate. 

A last effort willbe made by the pension 
committee, if opportunity is offered, to secure 
action On the amended Mexican pension bill, 
but thestrength of the opposition to the meas- 
ure makes its fate extremely doubtfal. 

The greatest element of uncertainty, not 
cniy involving the proceedings of the week, 
but to some extent, the question of final ad- 
journment, isthe action of the senate upon 
the amendments which are to be proposed to 
the fortifications bill, possibly increasing the 
amount appropriated by that measure from 
less than one million to more than eighteen 
million dollars. 

The deficiency billis the unfinished. busi- 
bess of the senate. Although a very long 
measure, it contains few debatable items, and 
its consideration is not expected to consume 
much time. If the committee on appropria- 
tions completes its work on the fortifications 


bilitomerrow, that measure will be next 
taken up in the senate. Mr. Dolph, by order 
of the committee on coast defenses, will pro- 
pese an amendment appropriating two mil- 


liows of dollars for the construction of fortifi- 
cations and other works of coast defense, in 
accorcaLce with the recommendations of the 
board of fortifications and other defenses, and 
Mr. Hawley. by order ofthe same committee, 
expects to propose, as amendments, the two 
bills already reported to encourage the manu- 
facture of steel for modern ordnance, one re- 
lating to the army and the other to naval 
ordnance, add appropriating eight million dol- 
lars each. 

It is intended to devote one day, possibly 
two days,to the calendar of nominations in 
Secret session, after the appropriations bills 
are passed. ‘The Morrison surplus resolution, 
if reported, as is expected on Tuesday, will 
probably come next in order of considera- 
tion. Conference reports and the miscella- 
neous calendar may take up the remainder of 
the week. 

The senate will be urgently invited to give 
preference to the vetoed pension bills and the 
fractiona) whisky bill, over other measares of 
the calendar. Public attention during the 
week will center in the conference committee 
rooms. The conferees upon the river and hars 
bor bill seem to be slowly approaching an 
agreement on their several points of difference, 
with a prospect of complete reconciliation 
during the week. Itis likely the two houses 
Will, by natual concessious, reach an under- 


Standing within the mext three or four 
days upon the legislative bill without further 
conference. The action of the conferees on 


the sur dry civil bill, and the extent of their 
labors, wil! depend largely upon the dispsi- 


. 


tion made by the house of the silver certificate 


“amencment. The conference upon the defi- 
ciency bill will be little more than a formal- 
ify, 

The most important of the miscellaneous 


measures of general legislation, now in con- 
ference, is the bil] repealing the pre emption 
and timber culturelaw. There is a radical 
differs nce between the two houses in respect 
to the senate amendments to the measure, 
abc some members of the conference commit- 
tee express apprehension that it will prove to 
he irrec oncilable, with the consequent failure 
of the bill to become a law this session.

Now the unpretendi 
third floor of 202 Mott street peitniie Boeakt 
the finest specimens of Chinese art in this city. 
The altar is of carved ebony, practically a 
large frame for the picture of Joss and his 
altendant deities, executed on satin 
in the most elabotaté style of 
Chinese art, and a heavy table for holding the 
Incense burners and yVotive offerings. As a 
whole the carvings represent the universe; 
along the bottom, under the table, is the sea, 
with fish, aquatic plants, and the huge turtle, 
upon which, according to Chinese mythology, 
the earth is supposed to rest. From each side 
rise trees, shrubs, and heavily carved foliage, 
with birds and animals among the branches. 
The branches interlock over the top, and the 
whole is backed with heavy plate glass mir- 
rors, represent!ng the heavens thickly studded 
with golden stars. Thechairs and tables are 
in th@same style of rich Oriental carviug,and 
the room is lighted by carved lanterns hang- 
ing from the ceiling. The walls are hung with 
Chinese mottoes, the air ia heavy with incense, 
and it is hard to believe that we are in New 
York and not in Cathay. 

The whole affair cost the Chinese residents 
of New York between $6,000 and $8,000 and is 
entirely self-supporting. 

They have queer features in their religion 
which was quaintly explained to me by the 
old priestin charge. I noticed that a laige 
proportion of the worshipers would come in, 
make their obeisance to the altar, burn a few 
prayer sticks and go out. Some, however, 
remained a longer time and gave the priest 
sums varying from twenty-five cents to a dol- 
lar. In response to my inquiry he said: 

“A man can say all he wants to in three min- 
utes, so he havethree minutes for nothing; if he 
have good deal to say, he pay twenty-five cents 
for next three minutes, fifty for next three, 
and soon. No good to pray too long.” Then 
ne added after a moment’s reflection: ‘In 
Melican church man talks an hour and every- 
body pray two hours or two hours and half, 
then make collection begto pay minister. 
Chinese way, 500 or 600 people pray two hours; 
we make two or three thousand dollar,” The 
system strikes meas a goodone. It pays the 
expenses of the temple and discourages gar- 
rulity.

THE QUEEN’S INTBRFERENCE

Today the queen’s messenger arrived at the 
Devonshire house, bringing special dispatches 
from the queen to Lord Hartington, who af- 
terward held a consultation with Earl Derby. 
Lord Salisbury will return from Osborne to- 
morrow. He bas asked Lord Hartington and 
Earl Derby to meet him. There is intense 
excitement in the clubs over the prospect of 
royal interference in the cause ofa coalition 
ministry.

Opposipvpg Foreign Citizenship. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 25.—The porte is- 
sued a circular to the governors of the yari- 
ous provinces, instructing them to enfore the 
Jaw which stipulates that the naturalization 
of Turkish subjects abroad shall not be recog- 
nized. The governors are requested, in the 
event of the return to Turkey of the class re- 
ferred to, to continue to treat them as 
Turkish subjects, and not to permit 
consular ‘intereyention in their cases. 


The issuance of the circular at this timeis | 


mainly directed against the numerous Amer- 
icans returning from the United States as 
naturalized citizens of that country. The 
American consulate has referred the matter 
to Washington.

ROLLING IN RICHES, AND THEN 
REDUCED TO POVERTY. 


Morehead's Adventures in South America and 
iforpia~Amasein « Immense Wealsh—Be- 
comes Associated With Jay Cooke—The 
Crash of '73-—A Wiildeat Scheme.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July, 25.—[Specis 
William G.*Moorhead, now living in this 
city at the age of seventy. years, was a 
conspicuous partner iu Jay Cooke's wonderfal 
career as a financier, 


He has owned thé wheat crop of Chili ata. ‘the 


time when no whéat was grown farther north 
on the Pacific coast; saved San Francisco from 
famine; lorded it over the petty princes of the 
Mediterrancan when American yachts other 
than, his were unknown in Buropean waters, 
and promoted a company, which, at one time, 
threatened to revolutionize gas lighting .in 
this country. 

There is probably no man in America about 
whose career more romance hinges and less 
has been written. 

Since the failure of the firm of Jay Cooke 
& Co.; Jay Cooke basmade another fortune. 
He is again a power on Third street, and the 
white slouch hat which he wears at all times, 
in all seasons,and his lounging walk, like 
that of a mild-eyed farmer seeing the sights, 
are as familiar as they ever were to Philadel- 
phia financiers. But Moorhead is neyer seen 
on Third street. His old friends have lost 
sight of him, and the story of his life is yet 
to be written, Since he surrendered three 
millions to the creditors of Jay Cooke & Co:, 
he has been a poor man. Heis toduy a very 
poor one, living on what his wife doles out 
to him, 

Long ago his marble palace at Thirty-niath 
snd Chestnut streets, was said to be the hand- 
somest west of the Schuylkill. It cost about 
a quarter of a million, but he had to sell it 
for $80,000 to Mr. C. B. Wright, his brother- 
inslaw. Whenthecrash came he discharged 
all his servants except a Greek boy he had 
brought home from the Mediterranean. and 
tried to make both ends meet by boarding 
General Pardee,the wealthy coal man, at 
fifty dollars per week. But the heuse had to 
go. And then all there was left to the mil- 
liopaire was one hundred thousand dollars, 
which in his prosperous days he had settled 
on his wife. 

Moorhead began life as a civil engineer,and 
helped make the first survey of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad across the Alleghenies. He had 
two brothers, J. B. Moorhead, now a million- 
aire pig iron merchantin this city, and the 
late General J. K, Moorhead, of Pittsburg, 
who died recently of cancer. They began life 
together as poor young men and all became 
millionaires. The dead brother and the bro- 
ken banker had always clung together with 
true brotherly affection The third is a 
member of the fashionable church of the 
Holy Trinity. 

After returning to Philadelphia from the 
railroad survey, young William C. Moorhead 
was married here. The delicate condition of 
his wife’s health recommended a change of 
sir. He secured theappointment of consul at 
Callao, the chief seaport of Peru, and sailed 
for it, round Cape Horn, early in 1849. The 
gold fever was just then reaching its height. 
Acrossthe contivert and arownd the cape 
thousands of adventurers were pouring into 
California. There was nothing tuc:? *9 feed 
them except what the wagon trains brought 
over the plains and the South American cities 
shipped up the coast. The trade of Callao 
became so great that young Moorhead’s posi- 
tion was werth $80,000 to him in two years, 
With this in his clothes, he started north. 

Caughtin the swing of that tremendous 
and feverish life which pulsed up and down 
the Sacramento river in the gold days of Cal- 
ifornia, young Moorhead sailed through the 
Golden Gate ina Chilian steamer and made 
San Francisco his temporary home. Soon most 
of the big Chilian ships that came up the 
coast loaded with flour were consigned to him. 
He got a monopoly of this trade. Then came 
the great fire which swept San Francisco 
from foot hill to ocean. Thedry pine cabins 
burned like prairie grass in a high wind 
When the fire was put out there were just as 
many men as before to feed,and nothing to feed 
them on. The flour had nearly all burned up 
and there wasn’t any meal. The price of 
bread rose hourly. Gold, not wheat, was then 
California’s staple, and while the crop was 
large it could not be eaten. There was no 
market nearer than South America to buy in. 
Here was a magnificent chance of speculation 
fora man with eighty thousand dollars in 
his pocket. He had bought up the entire 
flour product of Chili before San Francisanus 
knew it was forsale. But he didn’t trade on 
the miseries of his fellow men, as othor flour 
dealers were then doing. 

A riot might easily have resulted the morn- 
ing thousands of hungry men on the wharves 
and the Gold Exchange heard the whole visi- 
ble supply of bread was owned by a stranger. 
Here was a city full of Americans, Mexicans, 
Chinamen, Englishmen and L«scars, despera- 
does of the worst stripe from every quarter of 
the globe, ex-convicts and unpunished mur- 
derers and assassins—a city full of men with 
scarcely a woman to blersit, and men were 
hanged to trees in the outskirts of this city of 
rough one story pine cabins any night. Pistol 
shots rang out almost unnoticed in the gamb- 
ling ealoons which divided with rum shops the 
best business blocks of the city. Moorhead 
was unprotected. But he didn’t need any pro- 
tection when it became known that he was 
selling his entire stock of wheat atsuch @ 
small advance as barely to cover the expense 
of unloading and handling on shore. He be- 
came at once one.of the most popular men in 
the town, 

Such a start could not fail to be profitable. 
He had contracted for the entire wheat crop 
of Chili for two years. It was not difficult for 
him to make half a million. When he started 
eastward in ’58 he had just that in cold cash. 
Early in the ’60's he became Jay Cooke’s part- 
ner. Thestyle of the firm was Jay Cooke & 
Co. The extensive eperations of this firm in 
government bonds, and their enormous profits 
have passed into the financial history of the 
country. P 

Much of Jay Cooke & Co.’s success was due 
to their admirable corps of clerks and the sys- 
tematic way in which they worked. When 
Jay Cooke expected to talk finance to the sec- 
retary of the} treasury he went and buzzed his 
clerks for a while. 

Moorhead, as Jay Cooke’spartner, was 4 
power in Philadelphia. He went to Europe 
eix times. 

THE FIRST AMERICAN YACHTSMAN ABROAD. 

Moorhead was in the fall flush of manhood 
when his yachting exploits in the Mediterra- 
nean gave Europeans an insight iato the 
boundlessnees of American wealth which must 
bave helped fire the avarice they have since 
displayed. Hisincome was more than three 
hundred thousand dollars a year and an ex- 
penditure of three or four bundred dollars @ 
dhy for a yacht amounted to a trifle for him. 
He hand! a party of friends, chartered an 
Italian yacht, the miost magnisers’ he could 
find inthe waters of southern Earope, avd 
exiled from city to’city along the coasts and 
archipelagos with a regal indifference to mon- 
ev snd a royal appreciation of fun which par- 
alyzed the petty princellings of many half 
starved states, At Monaco the orders for 
Movi head’s yacht was far more luxarious than 
those for the palace. At Naples, Venice and 
Genoa half the popalation turned out on the 
whberves tosee the new wonder of the west

Moorhead and his 
board ef directors sold large amounts of terri- 
tory at fabulous figures on condition ef the 
machines working successfully for one year. 
Braach companies were started in New York 
and Chicago,and Mr. Fargo, of Buffalo, the 
head of the express company, proposed to 
embark a large sum in a Buffalo branch of the 
compeny, The stock went up from fifty cents, 
when Moorhead took hold, to teri dollars per 
share, and there was none to be had in a short 
time atany reasonable price. Everybody was 
boidiug for a rise of an expected thousand per 
cent. 

While things were in this condition the bub- 
ble burst. The winter of 1877 came. on. and 
the “Carburetting machines” refused to work. 
The oil in them which was added to the gas, 
passing through them “gummed” the gas pipes 
and stepped the flow. 

One night the 1,200 lights in the great Penn- 
syivania depot, at Thirty-second and Market 
streets, went out. Before trains could be 
move west Philadelphia had to be scoured 
for lareps, lanterns and candles. All trains 
wesn7Scr an hour or twelate, Moorhead’s 
private secretary called at his house at twelve 
midnight toinform him of his disaster, and 
the old man was about crazy.

There were sever- 
al explosions, and the (Carburetter company 
burst, Scores of thousands of dollars ef-stogk- 
ho'ders’ money, including a great deal of Mis, 
Moorhead’s, was sunk. 

Moorhead now lives on the bounty of his 
wife. Moorhead is an elder in the West Wal- 
nut Street Presbyterian church, but he is 
broken in health. He is bowed half double, 
and looks ninety years old. Hecan be seen 
on fair days ambling along Chestnut street 
with one or two of his little grandchildren. 
His second wife was Cornelia Badger, a poor 
school teacher. 

After the crash of 1873 Jay Cooke went 
west, got an “option” for ninety days on the 
famous Horn silver mine of Utah, came east, 
and sold it for $1,500,000 making 
$1,000,000 by the transaction. The 
mine is paying the buyers big dividends 
today, and Jay Cooke is turning his ample 
capital over and over in profitable railroad 
and other enterprises. He is well and hearty. . 
and a great contrast to his penniless partner, 

Moorhead has a son “Bill” to whom he gave 
$100,000 as a birthday present. Bill is a gay 


a year out of it. Young Bill hates Moorhead’s 
second wife, and won’t stay under his father’s 
roof with the ex-school teacher. Bill lives 
mostly in Washington. 

Jay Cooke and Moorhead don’t have any- 
thing to do with each other. It is understood 
that Moorhead charges Cooke with being the 
direct cause of his ruin, Moorhead’s whiskers 
are now white; his gray hair is wavy; his eyes 
surrounded by wrinkles. He walks absently, 
often whistles as to himself. Since the failure 
of the Carburetter company he has made no 
attem pt to retrieve his fortune. 


SUFFERING AMONG THE INDIANS. 
the 


A Story of Extreme Destitution in 


Labrador. 

Sr. Jonns, N. F., July 25.—The Indian 
guide and government interpreter who has 
just returned from Cape Chilley, the extreme 
northwestern point of Labrador reached by 
sledge, gives a heartrending account of the 
terrible destitution and suffering which the E:- 
quimaux and Indian farmers are en- 
during along the Labrador coast. On 
Cape Chidley two hundred and fifty souls are 
distributed over an area of several miles. Tae 
entire food supply gave out early in March. 
The seal catch was very small. As the sea- 
son wore on the seal failed to come near 
enough to shore to be caught. The cold was 
intense, and many old people died of exposure 
and lack of nourishment, On June 12, 
when the guide left, the mercury stood 
at eighteen below zero, 2nd had been lower. 
Ice for several hundred miles was solid for a 
depth of 10 to 100 feet, and snow was — 
mountain high. At least eighty persons have 
perished since March 1st; between Cape Chid- 
ley and Cape Mugford, and only four surviv- 
ors were tound in rude  shen- 
ties along the coast. These 
accompanied the guide to Cape Mugford. The 
hedias of ten victims were found frozen stiff. 
The cloths bad beon taken from them, 6v!- 
gently to be}p keep life in the bodies of the 
miserable survivers who, in turn, had died 
whileout fishing or after seal. Seventeen 
bodies were found along the shore, Twenty- 
four persons, including six women and three 
smali children, perisbed at Cape Mugford.

JOHNSON’S ISLAND. 


THE GREAT NORTHERN PRISON 
PEN DESCRIBED. : 


The Pirete of Lake Erie-The Geisure of a Lake 


Ganeuns, O0.,July 25,—{Special |—John- 
son’s Island, now an ~histeric .spot, les 
fuur miles from the city of Sandusky, 
in the midst. of as beautifala sheet of 
water as can be found on the lakes. 
Seen across the bine waves, its green slepes 
relieved by the piles of white limestone, 
it presents a lovely picture. The highest 
is perhaps fifty feet above the water level, 
and is near the centor of tho island, 
which is one mile long, a half wide, 
and contains 300 acres. In the days long since 
departed, it was covered witha magnificent 
growth of oak and maple, and was a favorite 
resort of the Indians, who then thronged all 
the lake shore. The waters which wash its 
shores were alive with black basa, pickerel 
and perch, and continue so to this day. 

The soil is full of Indian relics, and in one 
corner is an old Indian burrying ground. 
Many weird legends of Indian's ghosts are 
still extant, and would bear telling. For years 
the island was owned by one Bull, and it was 
called after him. The first custom house for 
this port wae located on the islaad at one time. 
and the fouudations are still to be seen. Ia 
1#52 F. B. Johnson bought the property, and 
still owns it. In 1861 a depot for confederate 
prisoners was wanted, and the government 
leased the island, which at once sprang into 
wide notoriety as Johnson’s Island. At that 
time but little of it was under cultivation, and 
the improvements were of the most primitive 
character. W.T. West, of this city, was award- 
ed the contract for building quarters for p:is- 
oners and guards, and from that time, until 
the close of the war, it was the scene of con- 
stantactivity. January 1,1862, company A of 
Hoffman's battalion, took possession for the 
government; later, companies B C and D, same 
battalion, were added and in 1563 six miscolla- 
neous comprnies. The whole was erected into 
one hundred and twenty-sighth O. V. Lin 
the latter part of 1863. The first post com- 
mander was major W. 8S. Pierson, afterward 
brevet brigadier general. Colonel Charles W. 
Hill, General Tarry and Major Lee were suc- 
cessively his successors. The troops on the 
island were enlisted specially for this particu- 
lar service, and some of them moved their 
families to the prison, and soon a schoolhouse 
avd church were erected. 

April 9, 1862, the first installment of prison- 
ers arrived. These men were nearly all pri- 
vates, but as the great security of the prison 
became known, only officers were sent to the 
island. From the first arrival until the close 
of the warthere.was a constantly varying 
pumber of confederates on the island. Some- 
times.as high as 3,000 were under guard, the 
tetal mumber confined aggregating 15,000. 
Many died, soon a little cemetery of some 400 
graves was established in a beautiful grove 
on the eastern end of theisiand. Comrades of 
the deceased whiled away days in carving 
elaborate wooden head boards for their dead 
comrades, and some of them, exect with 
ordinary pocket cutlery, still remain exquisite 
exampies of amateur talent, For some reason, 
the defenders of a lost cause, have never, with 
two orthree exceptions, given the place any

THE PIRATE OF LAKE ERIE. 

That there was a good foundation for the 
various rumors current was subsequently 
proven by the capture and execution of John 
Yates Beall, sometimes spelled Beale. He was 
born in Virginia,being a native of Jefferson 
county, which was in the famous Shenandoah 
Valley. Charlestown, where Johu Brown was 
executed, isthe county seat. He was a large 
jJand owner, and possessed of a classical educa- 
tion obtained at the University of Virginia. 
At the breaking outof the war he organized C 
company, second O. V. I., which later became 
a part of Stonewall Jackson's famous brigade. 

During the latter part of 1864 all the cities on 
Leke Erie were greatly agitated. The streets 
were patrolled, and every possible precaution 
taken against an invasion from the north. The 
whole border was eonvulsed. Ohio had sent 
thousands of soldiers more than her quota to 
the front, and none were left to guard her un- 
protected Jake front. It seemed a practicable 
echeme to send an expedition from Canada to 
batter down the lake ports, and spread destruc- 
tion throughout north Michigan, Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania and New York. Jacob Thompson was 
in Canada, and to his fertile brain all sorts of 
plots were charged. The only war vessel on the 
lakes was the Michigan, carrying ecighteen 
guns. Her regular station and winter quar- 
ters have always been at the port of Erie. It 
was agreed that if she were captured a very 
small body of men could with but little diffi- 
culty, ravage the frontier. In the early part 
of September, 1864, she was lying between 
Jobnson’s Island and Sandusky. The air was 
unusually full of rumors at this time, The 
Knights of the Golden Circle, in Indiana, were 
reported to be in the plot to seize the Island. 
Many citizens of Sandusky were suspected. 
Naturally the prison island was the center of 
all thought. 

A steamer could cross from Canada in a few 
hours. In winter the ice formed sufficiently 
strong to aliow an army to march from San- 
dusky to the island. The early mber 
days dragged slowly along, full of fear and 
trembling. The 19th proved to be the day of 
fate. The Philo Parsons, a passenger steamer 
plying between Sandusky and Detroit, stopp- 
i»g at Put-in Bay, left Detroait early in the 
meorving. The firststep on the Detroit river 
wae at Sandwick, a small Canadian town. Here 
a quartet of men came on. At Malden, a short 
éietan ce further down, a score more boarded 
the stesmer. Several of the men carried large 
veliees, but the most conspicaous piece of bag- 
g»ge was a great old fasbioned truuk, secured 
vith ropes and seemingly tk Bg 6 Still 
there was pothing at all suspi s about eith- 
er the men ortbeir traps. At other points down 
the piver passepgers were taken up natil whea 
the Parsens came to the dock at Kelly's Island, 
somefourteen miles from Sandusky and ten 
miles from the island, she had an unnenally 
large parsenger list.

The pris 
oner was then placed in confinement at Fort 
Lafayette. One J.S. Brady appeared for Beall 
at his trial. The defendant was charged with 
being a spy; with attempting to wreck a Lake 
Shore train, forthe purpose of robbery, and 
with the felonious seizure of vessels. Baall’s 
defense was weak, he admitting very much 
that was charged against him. One of the 
features of the case was a manifesto from Jef- 
ferson Davis, declaring that the acts on the 
border were committed by his orders, and 
should be recognized as lawful acts of war. 
Beall was declared guilty, aud General Dix 
approving the sentence, the prisoner was or- 
dered to be executed on Governor's Isiand, 
the residence of the late General Hancock, 7 
February 18, 1865. The night before the day ‘. 
set for his death, Beall wrote a touching let- 
ter to bis brother, in which he claimed that he 
Was unawaré ef having committed any crime 
against society. Presiden t Lincoin, at the Iast 
moment, granted a respite until Febraary 24, 
when the prisoner was executed, without 
ebowing the slightest sign of fear.

But in the meantime Cole's actions and 
movements had been so closely watched that 
suspicion had grown into a certainty, and in 
the very moment of success he was arrested 
by order of the commander of the Michigan, 
Captain Carter. 

Among Cole’s accomplices in Sandusky was 
a woman named “Annie Davis,” who was s 
“most captivating creature.’ In order that 
he might make good his escape at his examin- 
ation, Cole implicated some of the most prom- 
inent citizensof Sandusky. 

For some time Cole was held as a prisomer On 
board the Michigan. He was then removed to 
the island, where after petitioning anamberof ~ 
times for pardon, he was tranferred to Fort 
Lafayette. In September 1865, he was granted 
a release, and is now supposed to be residing 
in Texas.

RAMBLES IN THE LAND POF THE 
WIREGRASS. 


Down the Rosd-Fruits and Melons-The Dust and 
BHeat—Conuvenient @chedules-The Crops and 
General Appeerance of the Country— 
Bcenery and People—Other News. 


NEAR QUITMAN, July 22.—([Special Corres: 
pondence.J—It is awful hot. It was rather 
warmish when we pulled out from Macon, 
southward bound, From Macon to Fort Val- 
ley the hearts of the people seem set on the 
juicy melon and {the delusive peach, Melon 
turnouts have been constructed all along the 


road, end even the mighty passenger train 
conductor must pause in his headlong career 
and salute the grimy train of cars bearing on 
their battered sides legends and devices 
innumerable, which indicate the 
points of transfer. A village that 
has never experienced the dubious blegs- 
ing of an alderman, is able to boast of the 
fact that sixty car loads of melons leave there 
each week, an average of ten loads per day, 

At every stopping place we are importuned 
to purchase grapes and peaches. The chil- 
dren, of course, are good customers, and the 
sorrowing seribe drops his nickles like a mil- 
lionaire philanthropist, and loads up with 
peaches, and—do you believe it? They don’t 
charge one cent extra for the worms. 

Fort Velley becomes a part of the distance, 
Marshalville fades from view, and pert little 
Montezuma, child of the Tharnateeska, tries 
in vain to hide her ample ankles with her 
short skirts, On the bosom of the broad river 
the little steamer is rocking to and fro, while 
the embryo yacht, “Ada,” rests upon the 
stocks. The “Ada” is the private steam 
yacht of the journalistic magnate, W. T. 
Christopher, of the Record. From present ap- 
pearances, Chris first hunted up a name and 
then proceeded to put plank around it, A 
novel way to build a yacht, to be sure, but it is 
a good plan. ButI am goingto ridein that 
yacht some of these days, and Chris and I are 
going to get half a dozen bottlesof beer and 
go ona pleasure voyage to Drayton-by-the- 
Flint, and then Glessner, of Americus, will 
realize that his special palace A. P, & L, car is 
a delusion aud a snare, 

While 1 am gossiping we have left Ozle- 
thorpe far behind, and the barren hills of An- 
dersonville far away, and we are running 
along between the broad acres of Bagley’s 
farm, Thisis one cof the finest farms-on the 
road. Hundreds of acres Of cotton and corn, 
growing in all the «luxariance of 
nt careful and intelh gent culti- 
vation spread out on every hand, The green 
ribbons.of the cotton rows area mile long, 
stretched across the level chocolate colored 
soi). 

And, then, Americus—fair city of the south- 
west—bursts into view. This city isa fine 
illustration of what energy and eoterprige can 
do. Two yearsago it was as dul! as a las; 
season’s anecdote, and now itis one of the mos. 
thriving cities in Georgia, full of enterprisa, 
growing in wealth, and making enormous 
strides towards commercial enterprise 

Smithville—named in honor of the :llustri- 
ons Smith family that has given so many great 
men to the wo1ld—is a pleasant little towa in 
the Jand of Lee. This town was not built by 
accident; oh no. It was a premeditated scheme. 
They built two railroads, and they lefta 
place big enough for a good-sized 
town in the forks of the road. 
We all stop for dinner here, and the usual 
number of fruit and lunch vendors beseige the 
train. Itis no exaggeration to say thas the 
piece of Southwestern road between Ameri2us 
and Smithville carries more passengers than 
any other section of the line. Itis the great 
highway to Alabama and southwestern Geor- 
gia, and a considerable number of people go to 
Florida by the Albany route. 

After forty minutes wait the traigs all 
Shake hands, the brakemen embrace each 
otber, and amid a wmetropoiiton ciasg 
and rattle and screech the iron steéds go 
bounding away, one toward the central City, 
one toward the sunset, and the third toward 
the Tow lands of Lee, 

One by_onethe oaks and hardwood trees 
bo@° ts « pathetic adieu, and the tail 
fanks otf arrewy pines keepclosing upuntil the 
trensformation is complete, and we are wan- 
Celiog inthe wiregrass. 

As we slow up at Leesburg we strike an un- 
fortunate piney woods rooter amidships, and 
in response to his squeals of agony tho childron 
poke their heads out of the car windows aud 
offer words of sympathy for “poor piggie!”’ 

Albany is the next point, and here we wait 
thirty minutes for the Savannah, Florida and 
Western train to fill up on artesian water, and 
then we creep.across the long bridge and go 
rushing away toward the south. The dust 
and heat of the midcountry have passed away, 
and over the broad levels we go bounding 
with the odorous and refreshing breath of the 
pines in our nostrils. 

But the character of the farms, buildings 
and inhabitants changes with the change in 
the country. Corn and cotton look greener 
and more luxuriant. I.wonder if the red dust 
of the middle Georgia hills doesnot permeate 
everything? 

I wi)] not say that the verdant hue of the 
pine forest impurts its greenness to the inhabi- 
tants thereof, but Idosay that the country 
and the people look like they are five hundred 
years bebind band. 

The little towns lock smart and prograssive, 
but the long, lonely strewh of country that in- 
tervenes is as near an embodiment of disheart- 
one desolation as the eye of man ever be- 

eld, 

Deserted sawmills, that have only left a 
tleb pile and a few struggliog pines to accent- 
uate the dull page of the landscape; turpentiae 
stills that have sucked the blood of the forest 
like vampires; and the ‘‘patch and cabin” of 
some upholder of squatter sovereignty make 
up the scenery.. At Ocklocknee I asked fora 
cigar, and while lightivg it, 1 remarked, “you 
bave a nice country here.” 

“Ya-as,”’ drawled the merchant, “we have 
got mighty good water.” 

From the numberof “bar” signs I saw Gis- 
played, I suppose he meant that the water 
was good in contra distinction to the whisky 
dispensed at theee refresheries. To my credit, 
I compromised by not sampling either, 

But I just wantto remark that, scattered 
through this apparently uvinbabited region, 
are rome of the most independent citize « of 
Georgia. Good, honest, industrions and live- 
at-Lome people, whom the great Worrying 
world is nnaccuainted with. 

_Ockloehnee river was just beyond the eta- 
tion. Dark and turbid its wine colored waters 
wind in and out among the pine clad ridges, 
Loireless and stealthy, as some enormous an%- 
conda, stealing onits prey, There isa fas7i- 
pation about thisdark stream that infia- 
ences me in a strong degree. 
+ 2 eonree to its con- 
luence it is the same wild, weird river, No 
happy Village enlivens its banks, nor have 
its waves ever quivered to the sacred tones of 
a church bell. The low bleat of a scrab sheep 


| or the low of the balf wild cattle are about 
the only civilized sounds that ever disturb its 


noicfiied calm. The crack of the hunter's ri- 


| fe or the ranger's whip, or perhaps the wild 
song of the ox driver may wake the echoes at 


iptervale, but for the most part,so far as I 
have ever known Ocklocknee river, the si- 
lence of ages forever broods upon its bosom. 

Thomasville rests in acrook in the road. It 
bes always been the center of south Georgia 
thovght and intelligence. Jim Seward lives 
bere, Jndge Howell, the venerable jurist, 
whose name isa synonym of intelligent jas- 
tice and the lore of law, lives here. Tom 
MelIntyre, the rless lawyer, 
and statesman, and the idol of the wire grass 
hung out his shingle near its pnblic square, in 
the days when it wasa country village. Sat 
where there areso many men of distinction 
why pyerty iadividuals?

He is wrong, he is awfully wrong, and 
he must be condemned, but there 
may be mitigating circumstances. Perhaps 


uncer the same temptation you might have 
fallen. The reason some men do not steal two 
hundred thousand dollars is because they do 
pet geta chances. Have righteous inc ignation 
you must about that man’s conduct, but tem- 
per it with mercy. But you say: “lam so 
sorry thatthe innocent should suffer.” Yes, 
lam too—sorry forthe widows and orphans 
who Jost theirall by that defalcation, I am 
sorry also for the business men,the honest 
business men, why have had their affairs all 
(Tippled by that defalcation. [Lam sorry for 
the venerable bank president to whom the 
eredit of that bank was a matter of pride, 
Yes, 1 am sorry also for that man who brought 
ail the distress; sorry that he sacrificed body, 
mind, souJ, reputation, heaven, and went into 
the blac. ness o#darkuess forever. 

You defiantiy say: “I could not be tempted 
in that way.” Perbaps you may be tested 
aiter awhile. God hasavery good memory, 
and he sometimes seems to say: “This man 
fee!s so strong in his innate power and good- 
ness beshall be tested; heisso full of bitter 
invective against that unfortunate it shail be 
shown now whether he has the power to 
stand.”

But they do 
not see the giants and they do not see the 
regiwent. Suppese temptation should come 
uptoaman andsay: “Here is alcohol; take 

hree tablespoonsfal of ita day until you get 
dependent upon it; then after that take half 
a glass three times a day until 
ycu get dependent upon that amount, then go 
on increasing the amount until you are satur- 
aied from morning uutil night and trom night 
until morning.” Do you suppose any man 
would become a drunkard in that way? Oh, 
no, Temptation comes and says; “Take 
these bitters, take this nervine, take this aid 
to-digestion, take this night-cap.” The vast 
majority of men and women who are destroy- 
ea by opiumand by ram first take them as 
medicines. In making up your dish of criti- 
cism in regard to thern, take from the cas‘er 
thecruet of sweet oil and not the crnuet of 
cayenne pepper. Beecasy on them. Do you 
know bow that physician, that lawyer, that 
journalist became the victim of dissipation? 
Why, the physician was kept up night by 
night on professional duty. Lifeand death 
hovered inthe balance. His nervous system 
was exhausted. There came a time of epi- 
demic,and whole families were prostrated 
and his neryous strength was gone. He was 
all worn out in the service of the public. Now 
he must brace himself up. Now he stimnu- 
lates. The life of this mother, the life of this 
child, the life of this father, the life of tiris 
whole family must be saved, and of all these 
families must be saved and he 
stimulates, and he does it again and 
aeain. You may criticise his judgment, but 
remember the process. It was not a selfish 
process by which he went down. It was magnifi- 
cent generosity through which he fell. That 
attorney at the bar for weeks has been stand- 
ing in a poorly ventilated court room, listen- 
ing to the testimouy aud contesting in the dry 
technicalities of the law,

Hie has gone with much exposure working 
up some case of crime in company with 
a detective. He sits down at midnight to 
wiite out his notes from a memorandum 
scrawled on a pad under unfavorable circum- 
stances. His strength is gone. Fidelity to 
the public intelligence, fidelity to his own 
livelibood demand tnat he keep up, He mast 
keep up. He stimulates, Again and again he 
does that, and he goesdown. You may criti- 
cise his judgment in the matter, but have 
mer.y. Remember the provess. Do not be 
hard, 

My friends, this text will come to fulfill- 
ment in some cases in this world. The 
buontsman in Farmsteen was shot by some un- 
known person. Twenty years after the son 
of the huntsman was in the same forest, and 
be accidentally shot a man,and the man in 
dying, said: ‘God is just;I shot your father 
just here twenty years ago.’’ A ‘bishop said 
to Louis XJ. of France: “Make an iron cage 
for allthose who do not think as wedo—an 
iron cage in which the captive can neither lie 
dewn nor stand straight up.’ It was fash- 
iconed—the awful instrument of punishment, 
After awhile the bishop offended Louis XL, 
and for fourteen years he was in that same 
cage, and could neither lie down nor stand up. 
It is a poor rule that wili not work both ways. 
“With what measure ye mete, it shall be 
measured to you again.” 

Ob, my friends, let us be resolved to scold 
less and pray more! That which in the Bible 
is used as the symbol of all gracious influences 
is the dove, not the porcupine. We may 80 
upskillfully manage the lifeboat that we shall 
run down those whom we want to rescue. The 
first preperation for Christian usefalness is 


warm hearted common sense, practical 
sympathy for those whom we want 
to save. What headway will we 


meke in the judgment if in this world we 
bave been hard on those who have gone 
astray? What headway will you and I mike 
in the last great judgment, when we must 
bave merey or perish?

State Banks Again. 

We are glad to observe that some of our 
Sonth Carolina contemporaries are disposed 
to deal fairly with the proposition to re-es- 
tablish state banks. South Carolina, to- 
gether with Georgia, had a state banking 
system before the war, and the people of 
that commonwealth have a feeling recollec- 
tion of the good accomplished by that sys- 
tem. The wild-cat concerns, about which 
so much fuss has been made, were private 
banks, and those who received and circulat- 
ed their notes did so at their own risk. In 
South Carolina, as in Georgia, the notes of 
the state banks and their branches were 
circulated at par in every state in the union 
and in England, and but for the war and 
its disasters there would never have been a 
dollar’s loss on these institutions. The Co- 
Jumbia Register, discussing this subject, 
says: 

Our sble contemporary, THE ATLANTA CONSTI- 
TUTION, strikes the keynote of the situation when 
it advocates the revival of state banks. What the 
south wants is ready money at cheap rates. What 
our contemporary asked about the ola South Caro- 
lipa state banks is easily answered. There never 
was tnch a thing as a wild cat bank on this side of 
the Savannah, and there is no chance of having 
one now. The opportunity of having good money, 
as good asthe national bank or any other, is plain- 
ly before us. We can adopt the federal plan and 
require our state bonds deposited for the circulat- 
ing notes of chartered banks, allowing one hun- 
dred cents to the dollar issued in notes for the face 
value of bouds deposited, and requiring a certain 
amonnt of specie held for redemption by the bank 
besides. The percentage can be easily determined 
by those familiar with the business circles of our 
state. Before the war South Carolina bank notes 
were as good as gold everywhere in the country. 
What is now to hinder a circulation protected by 
good bonds on deposit in the state treasury from 
being as good money as anybody wants? Money 
that will buy our cotton is always good, and it has 
always eeemed to us idiotic that a section that 
ships to the world from four or five millions of 
bales of cotton annually, besides what it sold at 
home, should need any circulating notes from the 
north. We bope our Atlanta contemporary will 
press this matter. There’s a farmer’s movement 
that will move things allalongthe line. Before 
the war all the money that was wanted could be 
got at 6 per cent on good landed security. A 
merchant who had a storehouse or dwelling worth 
$10,000 could bank upon a large percentage of it 
with entire facility. Now we have been paying 
for twenty years from 10 to12 percent for bank 
Jjoans. Carry this4 percent difference in hand- 
Jing business against the twenty years’ operations 
aud see whatit means. It is just enough to bank- 
rupt business. Let us have the state banks by all 
means, then, and let the 10 per cent revenue tax 
on circulating notes of state chartered banks be 
repealed. All the south wants is a fair chance 
and she can amply take care of herself, We 
should move as one man at the south to have this 
benk note tax abolished. 

This is very strong talk. It is just such 
talk as is likely to have influence with the 
people. The bar to state banks at present 
is the ten per cent tax on circulation. With 
this upjust discrimination out of the way, 
the people would be free to establish banks 
of their own, which, instead of standing in 
the way of the national banks, would merely 
supplement them. 

As we have said before, we are not oppos- 
ed to national banks, but the time will 
come, and that shortly, when the national 
banks will be compelled to reorganize a3 
state banks, or go out of business entirely. 
The people cannot be expected to issue 
government bonds merely for the purpose of 
maintaining the organization of national 
banks, and those who manage the national 
has do not expect it. To this may be ad- 
ded the fact that the national banks in vari- 
ous parts of the south, feeling themselves 
handicapped by the laws under which they 
operate, have begun to reduce their bank- 
ipg capital so as to employ their surplus 
funds in the legitimate channels that are 
closed to them under the national banking 
laws. 

The state banks of Georgia before and 
during the war, were not wild-cat concerns, 
and those who employ such an argument do so 
throvgh ignorance. ‘The notes of the state 
banks of Georgia, before the war, were good 
in all parts of the country, and they would 
be just as good now under such laws as ex- 
perience would dictate. Moreover, state 
banks would be for the benefit of the peo- 
ple, and not for the purpose of working off 
government bonds. The law under which 
the national banks operate is a war measure 
exclusively and cripples their usefulness to 
a surprising extent.

Your average Kentucky statesman appears 
to be a queer combination of ferocity and ti- 
midity. There is Senator Beck, for instance. 


making a fiery attack on the financial policy 
of the administration—a policy that has 
heen dictated from the first by a desire to 
benefit Wall street rather than the people. 
The speech was startling because it was un- 
expected, but it gave the people reason to 
hope that they had at last found a champion 
who was prepared to maintain that their 
interests are of more importance than the 
interests of Wal) street. 

But Senator Beck, after making the speech, 
immediately subsided. Nothing bas been 
heard of him until recently, and it is very 
aueer information indeed.. The Morrison 
retolution, which is before the senate, is 
very wild as compared with the fiery sug- 
gestions of Mr. Beck’s speech, but it is di- 
rectly in line with that speech. Its inten- 
tion is to compel the administration to 
manage the people’s treasury and the people’s 
money in the interest of the public instead 
of in the interests of the gamblers and spec- 
plators of Wall street. 

Bat what does Mr. Beck say of that reso- 
Jation—a resolution that has received the 
indorsement of the people? 
that congress, ip passing that

resolution, ‘would pass a vote of condemn} , 
tion upon the treasury officials and the ad- 
ministration,’’ and he adds: ‘I don’t want 
to do this until I give them a chance.’’ 
Ales! how much longer would Mr. Beck 
give them? What does he call a “‘chance?’ 
Since his speech they have had a good many 
‘chances ;’’ they have had a dozen chances 
a week since the democrats assumed control 
of the government. And yet they continue 
to run the machinery of the treasury in the 
interest of Wall street. We are inclined to 
be sorry for Mr. Beck, 

It is said that the president will veto the 
Morrison resolution if it passes congress, 
but this statement is too unreasonable for 
belief. It was probably started by the Wall 
street agents who control the treasury. Mr. 
Cleveland has opinions of his own, but he 
surely has too much discretion to set up his 
private opinions against the opinion of con- 
gress and the desires of the people. If to 
carry out the wishes of the people is to slap 
the administration, then the administration 
should place itself in a position where it 
will be in no danger of receiving a slap. 

One thing is certain : the people will have 
their way in the end, and Wall street may 
as well prepare to surrender its control of the 
people’s finances. 


Helpless and Hopeless. 

Kindness and charity are the mightiest 
things under the sun, from a purely human 
standpoint; but sometimes they are baffled, 
and can do little or nothing. 

There is a peculiarly sad case in Nashville, 
in which it seems impossible to render any 
substantial relief. Among the new comers 
in that city is an ex-confederate soldier 
named George E. Kendall, whose sufferings 
excited the sympathy of many of our people 
during the unfortunate man’s brief residence 
in Atlanta, last winter. Kendall has a wife 
and six children. He was so badly wounded 
in the war that he has been for years unable 
to walk, or even stand for any length of time. 
He wrote a pamphlet.sketch of his career as 
a soldier, and his wife has peddled the little 
book for the support of the family. Recently 
the poor woman has been afflicted with hys- 
terical insanity, and while rational for days, 
is sometimes so noisy that she disturbs the 
entire neighborhood.

Must the life of the wrecked soldier’s wife 
go out in utter darkness, while the helpless 
man starves and his little daughters drift 
into ihe slums of the city, apart from their 
brothers, who will pass through the evolu- 
tion of street arabs and tramps until they 
blossom out as robust criminals? What a 
black chapter !

THE Shanghai Mercury of June 7, which 
has just reached this country, tells a horrible 
story of the slaughter of pirates on board the 
Chinese steamer “Meefoo.” About two hua- 
dred men took passage on the vessel, wearing 
the garb of civilians, but with passes of dis- 
charged soldiers. They mingled with 2,200 
real soldiers and other passengers, A con- 
spiracy was hatched to kill all the foreigners 
on board and take charge of theship. At 
Nanking the commander of the ship went 
ashore to get instructions from the viceroy in 
reference to the conspiracy, and the instruc- 
tions that he received were of a very 
bloody character, When the vessel set 
sail frem Nanking, bloodshed began. It ap- 
pears that the orders were to decapitate the 
whole gang of pirates on the way up. But 
how was this to be safely aecomplished’? The 
pirates weie mixed up with the disbanded 
soldiers, and how were they to be recognized, 
as many of the disbanded troops also wore 
civilian clothes? The general in command 
gave secret orders to each of the soldiers to 
have ared ribbon woven in his tail; those 
who had none were to be con- 
sidered pirates. The order was obeyed, and 
on each hatchway leading from the forehold, 
where the pirates were stowed away, were 
placed several of the general’s body guard, 
with drawn swords, who had orders to cut 
every body’s head off who came on deck with- 
out the red ribbon in his queue, The gen- 
eral himself, with drawn sword, was 
posted alongside the hatchway, just abaft the 
foremast. Soon a head was seen popping out 
of the hatchway; thé red ribben was absent, 
and with three slashes, given by the general 
himself, the head was severed and rolled along 
the ship’s deck. This done, the general went 
on the bridge to watch the further decapita- 
tions. Seon four others of the pirates came 
up the hatchway on the starboard side, but 
hardly had they reached the deck when about a 
dozen of the general’s body guard rushed upon 
them with their swords and literally hacked 
them to pieces, the headless, armless and leg- 
less trunks rolling about the deck in front of 
the chief officer’s room, whilst all around was 
smeared with blood. The still conyvulsed limbs 
were then thrown overboard. This bloody 
business was keptup until the pirates heard 
of what was going on and remained out of 
reach. The general who haa tired of the 
slaughter allowed the rest of the pirates to 
jump overboard and attempt to swim ashore 
when the vessel was near Wuhu. Few reach- 
ed the land.

There is certainly a great deal 
of gas in this vicinity, and it may be thatin some 
way or another it is the cause of the phenomenon, 
Still, natural gas don’t smoke, and I don’t know 
just bow it could explode, without tearing the 
ground to pieces more than {t does.

I Know What Georgians Are. 

TENNILLE, Ga., July 23.—Editors Constita-

Ge.eral Gordon was 
sent toturn Grant’s left south of Petersburg, Va.

The 
brigade after along force march arrived on the 
battlefield just after General Pegram, of Virginia, 
was killed, his lines broken the enemy advancing 
in full line of battle.

He Freaches to a Large Congregation on “Liberal 


Ciube. Penatios, and the Bible”-~Tae Young 
Men's Liberal Club Receives His Atten. 
tion=He Leaves the City, Bta, 
| oeeueeeneeeetentense ae 


At the First Baptist church, yesterday morning 
a large congregation assembled to hear Rey, Dr. 
J. B. Hawthorne’s sermon. His subject was, ‘Lib. 
eral Clubs, Fanatics and the Bible.’ The sermon 
was a cefense of prohibition, and the first public 
utterance in that direetion since the bar-rooms 
were clored. It was listened to with profound in- 
terest. Quite a number of prominent anti-prohi- 
tionists were present, some of whom made fre- 
quent use of their note books, 


As the lesson forthe day, Dr. Hawthorne read 
the 7th chapter of Paul's epistie to the} Romans. 
He then prayed fervently for the salvation of sin- 
ners, the relief of the sick, and the temporal] and 
spiritual prosperity of Atlanta. 


DR. HAWTHORNE’S TEXT 


wes @ Clause from the Lith verse of the 24d chapter 
of Romens: 

“Their conscience also bearing witness.”’ 

_Abecut twenty-five years ago, he said, a few skep- 
tics and infidels in one of our eastern cities organ- 
ized themselves into an association to which they 
gave the name “Liberalclub.”’ It was a singniar 
name, when the purpose of the club fs considered. 
Its object was to fosver opposition to the Bible. the 
churches, and ithe Christian ministry. Its members 
claimed that the churches and the ministry were 
ignorant, narrow-minded, and opposed to pro- 
gress, Religion was a superstition. In the days 
of ignorance, rejigion was useful in that it re- 
strained the passions of men; but the world had 
now outgrown the Bible and its teachings. Out of 
this association have come others similar to it. 
The newspapers have given the information that 
Atlanta bas a liberal club. 

FORTY YOUNG MEN 
have banded themselves together, their avowed 
purpose being to put down religious fanaticism in 
our state and to bring back to Atlanta the bless- 
ings lost by prohibition. Chief among these 
blessings are the grogshops and the pool rooms. 
The ulumatum of these young men is to restore to 
Atianta these lost tressuares. 
not been given, and it is presumed that it is their 
~urpose to remain upknown. Tne fanatics that 

-hey cesire to suppress believe that the Bible is the 
word of God and the standard of human conduct. 
They are called fanatics because thev believe in 
the morality taught by Christ and because they 
wish toexterminate that which is corrupting to 
society. Among these fanatics are many of the 
most learned men in the Christian ministry, gov- 
ernors, senators in congress, renowned jurists, ed- 
itors end educators, 

TO SAY THE LEAST, 
these forty young men have undertaken no small 
task, Itshows thatthey have courage and faith 
in the probability of surmounting unusual obsta 
cles. 

“By way of heiping these forty young men who 
compose the Kimbail House Liberal club.’” Dr. 
Hawthorne continued, “I shall show some things 
in which the fanatics belive. If the Bibleis a 
book of dogmas contrary to nature, if it is contra- 
Gicted by common sense, then it is a failure. But, 
if the Bible isin harmony with nature, if it is not 
contradicted by common sense, if it is not arbitra- 
rily founded .upon the philosophy of men, if its 
requirements are approved by men’s mora! facul- 
ties, then the men that believe in its teachings are 
not fanatics. lf Christianity is the religion of 
common sense and conduces to men’s highest wel- 
fare, 1 donot think its existence will be placed in 
serious peril by the 

FORTY UNKNOWN YOUNG MEN 

who com pose the Kimball House Liberal club.’’ 

Doctor Hawthorne then proceeded to show that 
in the 7th chapter of Romans, Paul identifies the 
subject matter of the scriptures with what nature 
hes put into men, or what is organic in the cofffti- 
tutionjof things. These thiaogs are in the Bible be- 
cause they are in nature. Christ was aJew and 
the best expounder that.ever taught in the temple. 
He never seidthat the doctrines of the Bible 
should be believed because it was policy to do so, 
or because Moses and others of the fathers taught 
them. He always appealed to the reason—the 
highest reason, moral consciousness. There is 
that in the moral consciousness of men that will 
cause them to recognize God’struths whesever 
they are broughtin contact with them. Men be- 
lieve in God’s truths for reasons back of the reve- 
lations ot the Bible. Chmnstianity rests on 

THE REVELATION OF NATURE, 

which is a revelation to men and of men to 
themselves. The Bible isa revelation not in con- 
flict With uature, and not above it. It isoalya 
manifestation of nature. The doctrines in the Old 
Testament were not framed and put together just 


tomake aBibie. The Bible is a revelation of 
man-s nature, his duties, his destiny. God reveals 
his thuthstomen through the lives of holy men 
who were ivspired to write their experiences. If 
the Bible should be destroyed, these truths would 
remain in the very nature or things. The Bible 
does not make truths, it merely reveals them. 

‘*For instance,’’ Dr. Hawthorne said, ‘‘suppose I 
amina dark room witha copy of Shakspeare’s 
works, Idonct see the book, nor what is written 
therein. Buta lamp is brought inand I see the 
book and whatis written init. Thelight ofthe 
lamp does not make the book; it only reveals itand 
what is in it. 

SO WITH THE BIBLE. 

It is not the originator of truth, but the revea’er 
of truth. The truth fhat is init would exist had 
the Bible never been written. The Bible tells us 
that God is immortal, eternal, invisible. These 
things would be true if there were no Bible. It 
tells us that manis a sinner. This would be true 
if there were no Bible. It tells us that man snould 
do to others as he would have them do to him. 
VYhis would be true it there were no Bionle. It tells 
us that itis wrong to steal, wrong to lie, wrong to 
bear false witness. These things would be trueif 
there were no Bible. Life and immortality come 
to light through the gospel. Truths like these are 
orgenic. They spring fiom the very ways in which 
you and I are constituted,” 

It was then shown that there are ys nt disa- 
greements between nature andthe Bible. They 
are notreal, but are brought about by differences 
in interpretations. It was once said that astrono- 
my contradicted the Bible. But 

THIS IS NOT TRUE, 

When astronomy and the Bible are rightly under- 
stood there is no contradiction. The Bible de- 
clares that God created the earth insix days. Ge- 
ology Ceclares that the earth was created in six- 
periods. This is no contradiction. The word 
‘‘day’’ is used to designate a period of time, and 
both the Bible and geology are right. 

God has written his truths in nature, Men may 
try to ignore them, men may despise and war 
egainst them, but they are there to stay and they 
cannot be rubbed out. God has written histraths 
inthe Bible, and no dark and bloody hand can 
obliterate it. 

‘*'There is something in the theory of evolution,” 
Dr. Hawtborne cominucd, “butl do not believe in 
it because it is an upproventheory. Doubtless 
there is something in it, but itis not a contradic 
tion of the Biblical account of the origin of man. 
When the theory ot evolution is proven, reas »n 
will make the two accounts agree. There is no 
doubt but that man has much of the lower animals 
in hisnature. Some men 

HAVE MORE THAN OTHERS. 

Suppose itis true that we have sprung from a 
lower order of animals; suppose that our ances- 
ters were monkeys or tadpoles; it does not eifect 
me lIamnpeithera moukey nor a tadpole. I 
thall not trouble aboutit. There are some men in 
the world not half as decent as monkeys. It 
would be quite as agreeable to me to claim kin 
with a baboon as with some of these old whisky 
bloats and walking dcemijohns. I care not whence 
leame. \WhatIcareaboutis where I am going. 
Christianity teaches that man tends from the ani- 
ma) to the spiritual. The law of progress is from 
matter to wind, from the sensuous to the super- 
sensuous, from the Jower tothe bigher manhood, 
It is possible for men to reverse this law. I see 
every dey upon our streets men who have degea- 
erated from the highest to the lowest manaood.

Yet, it has retained its hold upon the 
world. Why? Because it lays hold upon human 
nature, belps in time of trouble, provides an 
anchor in adversity,joffers a rule for right living, 
and shows God ea pitying Father and loving Sav- 
ior.

KILLED BY THE TRAIN. 


Augustus A. Byrd, au Atiantian, Killed in 
Philadelphia. 

Two weeks ago today Augustus Byrd, a 
young printer, and Edward Curran, a tele- 
graph operator, both of whom were raised in 
this city, left for New York, where they ex- 
pected to secure employment.

Tue 
telegram read :

Strect, between Brotherton and Garnett, Atlanta: 
Your son, Angustus, killed on railroad. Remains 
in my charge. Whatshaill do? Answer.

The sad news was a fearful blowto the de- 
voted mother, kind brothers and lovyi sis- 
ters and for a few minutes no one cout do 
anything. However the, dead boy’s brothers 
were aroueed and telegrams were sent to the 
undertaker, asking for further information 
and giving instruction abéut the body, bat 
no reply was received from the undertaker 
by the family up to midnight. 

The silence on the part of the undertakee 
gave the mother and family reason to hopr 
thatthe rumor was not true; but about one 
o’clock this morning the associated press con- 
tained an account of the death of the young 
man.

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A DEAD CHILD 


7”_-__-loooOoeoer 
RAISES QUITE AN EXCITEMENT ON 
VEN«BLBS STREET YESTERDAY. 


The Excitement Subsidéd by an Investigation, and a 
Burial Certificate by Dr. Boring, County -Phy- 
sician—The Two Train Wreckers Held 
for Trial—~A Woman Under Boad. 


Colored people liviagon Venable street en- 
joyed a bimited sensation yesterday, in which 
coroners, undertakers and post mortem exam: 
inations figured. 

The cause of the sensation was the sudden 
death of a three-year-old girl, the ehild of 
Dora Johnson. The child has been sick ,for 
the past two weeks, and died Saturday night 
late. A day er two previous to the child’s 
death she seemed to improve a great deal, and 
on Fiiday evening the physician who} had 
been Waiting jon the child consid- 
ered her out of danger§ and discontinued 


his visits. Saturday morning the child appa 
rentiy was still improving and continued to 
do so throughout the day. Late Saturday 
night, however, she began to grow worse sud- 
denly, and died ina very short time, The 
people living about the Johnson home knew 
of the cbild’s illness and of its improved con- 
Cition, Saturday, and when they awoke yester- 
day morning and learned of its death 
during the previous night, they begau to dis- 
cuss the matter. The sudden death was a mys- 
tery to them, and before half the day had 
pas-ed the talk about the affair took the shape 
ot charges of foul play. All _ sorts 
of rumors were goon curreut concerning the 
chila’s death, and some ofthem were not all 
complimentary tothe child’s mother. These 
rumors gréw more serious when it was ascer- 
tained that the-physician who had attended 
tbe child declined to give a burial certificate. 
The rumors finally came to the ears,of the 
mother, and in a short time she dispa a 
mestenger for the oC) ting 
that she intended to have th death investi- 
gated so that the causes might be.ascertained © 
and the rumors refuted. Coroner Haynes 
sént the messenger to Dr. Boring, the county 
pbysician, who at once visited the place. He 
«xemined the child, questioned those who 
were in the house during its illness, and at 
the time ofits death and then called upon 
the physician who stated the course of his 
treatment. Dr. Boring returned to the 
bouse and informed those about the place 
thatthe child had died from natural causes, 
He then gavea burrial certificate and took 
bis departure. Dr. Boring’s statement dis- 
armed the rumors of their character and 
the neighborhood soon quieted down. 


He Has Gone for a Prisoner. 


Patrolman Steerman left for Macon last 
night, where he arrived at 10 o’clock. He will 
return to Atlanta this morning and bring with 
him a negro woman, named Jane Smith, who 
is wanted by Dr. Martin. Several months ago 
the woman was arrested, and was subsequent- 
ly 1eleased on bond, Dr. Martin becoming 
her surety. Soon after signing the bond Dr, 
Martin ascertained that the woman 
left and began a search for her. The search 
was not a successful one until Saturday when 
the woman was found in Macon. Yesterday 
morning Dr. Martin telegraphed to Chief 
Wyly asking for her arrest and later in the day 
was advised by a telegram from there that 
the arrest had been accomplished and that the 
woman would be held until an officer could 
come for her. 


They Have Been Tried. 

Detective Fellers yesterday returned from 
Gainesville, where he passed Saturday at- 
tending the preliminary trial of William W. 
Pruitt and M. I, Scroggins, the two white 
men whom he arrested Tuesday because of an 
atiempt to wreck an Air Line passenger 
train near Flowery Branch last January. 
The men were tried before Judges G. H. 
Pryor and A, J. Davis, and the evidence 
against them was very damaging, and Pruitt 
was sent to jail, while Scroggins was allowed 
to give a large bond for his appearance when 
he is wanted. 

A Fight Between Boys.

The negro boy, Henry Williams, was passing 
through the grounds, when Tom Keenan and 
Tom Newman, two white boys, jumped on him.

demic, when he stood fearlessly to his post with- 
out shrinking from any duty that was imposed 
upon him.

Kastrean Vrratnta, July 25, 1436,—This is 
the classic ground of Virginia, and here took 
place Bacon’s rebellion—one of the most 
striking episodes of the romantic early his- 
tory of Virginia. Bacon was a lineal do- 
scendant of the ‘‘wisest, basest, meanest, of 
mankind,” and Edmund Burke said, after 
reading some of Bacon's literary productions— 
for he was a man of letters as well as a lover 
of freedom—that he could well believe the 
latter Bacon to be an inheritor from Francis 
Bacon. Lord Verulam Bacon was a gentleman 
of independent fortune, good family, and re- 
puted to be the most elegant manin the colo- 
ny. Sir William Berkley, who was sent over 
near the middle of the seventeenth century 
as governor of Virginia, was a despot of des- 
pots. He was particularily grieved 
that the Virginians should be so bent 
on sending their sons back to England for a 
polite education. Like Sir Anthony Abso- 
jute, be thowght a library was an evergreen 
tree of diabolical knowledge, and uttered a 
fervent wish that “there might not be a free 
ecboul or a printing press in the colony for the 
next hundred years.” Naturally Sir William 
could not be. ex to have very liberal 
idéas in political economy orthe rights of 
man, and after awhile became such anu outra- 
g< ous old tyrant that Bacon headeda rebel- 
lion against him. The fight was short, sharp 
and decisive. Sir William had the power of 
the crown behind him, while Bacon had only 
a few brave spirits like himsolf, The ring- 
leaders were caught exe- 
cuted, and Bacon, 
hy wounded, was 
flee for his life. He lingered a little while, 
and then died heroically. So vindictive was 
Berkley toward him that he offered a large 
reward for the d‘scovery of Bacon’s burial 
place, intending to dig up his body after the 
manner of the regicides in England. But the 
people, who had idolized Bacon, refused to di- 
vuige the secret, and it is an extraordinary 
fact that, although the hidden spot of Bacon’s 
grave was known to bundreds of persons, 
neither bribes nor threats could induce one of 
them to reveal it, and Sir William Berkley re- 
turned to England with his vengeance against 
the dead man’s bones unsatisfied. 

Berkley’s couduct was far from satisfactory 
to Charles I1I., who had good reason to think 
well of the loyal Virgitians, and Berkley was 
disgraced as soon as his conduct became 
known. The numberof executions following 
the rebellion was appalling. ‘‘That old fool,” 
eaid Charles II., angrily, ‘‘has hung more men 
for disagreeing with him than I did for the, 
wurder of my father.” One Mr. Drummond 
wasa particular object of Berkley’s ven- 
geanece. After alongchase he was captured 
and brought before the governor. “I am more 
pleased to see you, Mr. Drummond,” said the 
governor, “than any maninthecolony. Mr. 
Drummond, you shall be hanged in half an 
hour.” “Just as your honor pleases,” coolly 
responded Mr, Dremmond, who in half an 
hour was dangling from a rope’s end. 

So strong was the feeling between the sup- 
porters of Sir William Berkley and those of { 
Bacon that they would not walk on the same 
side of the street, and a hundred years after- 
ward at acock fighting match between the 
Gtoucester and the Williamsburg birds, the 
Gioucester birds were called “‘Bacon’s thun- 
dertolts.” Jamestown had been the first capi- 
tal of the colony, but when it be to in- 
crease in wealth and population, Williamsburg 
became the capital. Here was ‘The Palace,” 
the college of William and Mary, the far- 
famed Raleigh tavern, and all the environ- 
ment of a miniature court. Levees were 
held, at which presentations were made, as 
at the Irish vice regal court, and as late as 
in the time of ashington’s youth, when 
Colonel Washington attended the levee of 
Earl Dunmore, he was said to be the stateli- 
est and most imposing man of all the compavy 
present. Tobaceo was the currency of the 
country. It wasastrict government monop- 
oly, and taxes were paid init. Yorktown was 
then a thriving seaport, and every year ves- 
sels arrived bringing luxuries for the colo- 
nists, and to reload with “the silver weed,” as 
it was called. The ladies sent out to England 
for their wardrobes as regularly as a century 
or two later they sentto Paris. In many old 
Virginia families are preserved the huge iron- 
bound chests which made a yearly voyage 
back and forth, bringing the latest London 
fashions in gowns and mantles to the gentie- 
women of the colony. The 
established church flourished, and a 
race of wine-drinking, fox-hunting parsons 
abounded that were the prototypes of those 
drawn by Fielding and Smollett. The tastes 
of the people for spert were early developed. 
Race meetings were numerous, and fox hunt- 
ing and cock fighting were the favorite amuse- 
ments of the colonial gentry. The jealousy 
between New England and Virginia was early 
established. New England was as completely 
deminated by the influences of the round- 
heads as Virginia was by the cavaliers. The 
law of primogeniture was firmly rooted, and 
thus estates were kept together and great for- 
tunes grew by accretion. The opulence of the 
day may be estimated by the remains it left 
tehind. Although frame houses were known 
to be better suited to the climate, the Vir- 
ginians could not forget the homes of brick 
and stone in green England, and so many 
houses are found to this day built exactly like 
the manorhouses of England, and often with 
English brick brought over for ballast. 

Rosewell,the seat of the Pages, iu eastern 
Virginia, ie, perhaps, the finest specimen of a 
colonia) mansion in the country, beside which 
the Craigie house at Cambridge and the 
Philipse mansion on the Hudson are insig- 
niicant.
